DEBS’ SOCIAL PLAN. 


THE FIRST tfOLONY TO BE FORMED IN 


TENNESSEE.

Colonel Richard J. Hinton, chairman 
of the colonization commission of Eu­ 
gene V. Debs’ scheme of Social Democ­ 
racy, has affixed his siguuture to paper* 
which w ill transfer to the commission 
850,000 acres of land in Cumberland 
and Fen trass counties, Tenn. 
Colonel 
Hinton, who left for Chicago recently, 
is tho principal promoter of the coloni­ 
zation plans, one of the originators of 
their, in fact, and he outlines the plan* 
of tho projectors of tho enterprise as fol­ 
lows : 
“ The Tennessee colony will be the 
first organized by the Social Demoo- 
racy, ” said Colonel Hinton. 
“ Next 
year it is tho purpose to open similar 
colonics in Idaho and Washington. In­ 
deed, it is my intention while in the 
west to conclude arrangements for the 
colonies in those states as well as for 
that in Tennessee. 
Tho land which we 
have acquired in Tennessee coat $1,750,- 
000. The Kentucky Trust company sup­ 
plied tho commission with tho money 
with which the purchase was made, the 
company accepting the commission’s 
bond for $*,000,000. 
This w ill leave 
us a margin of $250,000 with which to 
inaugurate tho colony 
“ In establishing the Tennessee colony 
we shall make no effort to secure politi­ 
cal control < f the state, but we shall 
make that efl art through tho colonies 
which we w ill establish in the western 
states. 
Our purpose in Tennessee will 
simply be to prove that in a favorable 
location in oneof the older states homes 
and security can he obtained by wage 
earners under a sy;Ttcm of collective own­ 
ership of lands, iTransportation facili­ 
ties and the machi ucry of production. 
We believe that the conditions in Ton- 
nessee aro highly favorable to the es­ 
tablishment, of comfortable homes and 
for the creation in course of time of 
many industries, tho products of w’hich 
will command constant sale throughout 
the United States. 
In brief, the idea 
which we will develop is tumilarto that 
upon which tho Shakers are organized, 
except that our organization is political 
and theirs is religious. 
Tho Shakers 
have now $80,000,000 lying idle, and 
they are enabled to live in peaeo and 
comfort. That is tho condition to which 
wo hope to bring tho workingmen who 
associate themselves with us. 
“ After tho communities are fairly 
started they w ill control themselves. 
Tho colonists w ill choose their own ad­ 
ministrative officers, and every man 
w ill be tho equal of every other. 
The 
men who w ill form tho colony at the 
start believe that such a movement is 
their only salvation. 
It is not expected 
therefore that there w ill be the least 
difficulty 
in 
maintaining 
discipline 
among them. 
Every man w ill be ex­ 
pected to do his duty, and his labor 
will have the reward to which it is 
justly entitled. 
No idlers w ill be tol­ 
erated in the community. 
Any man 
who is willing to work w ill be warmly 
welcomed. 
Those who are not w ill be 
informed that they aro not wanted 
among us. ” —New York Sun.

A Fine Concert. 
The concert at the First Congre­ 
gational church last Friday everting 
by the Ladies’ Star Quartette, assis ted 
by Prof. Graham and Judge Alder­ 
man, was ooe of the most pleasing 
entertainments given in the city for 
some time.

large, the spacious auditorium of the 
church being completely tilled. The 
programme consisted of two parts of 
seven numbers each, aud each num­ 
ber was a musical gem, the Quartotte 
appearing in six numbers, the others 
consisting of duets, solos, aud a buss 
solo by Judge Alderman and a cornet 
solo by Prof. Graham. The Quar 
tette is composed of Miss Mayme 
Mitchell, first soprano, Mrs. J. C. 
Atherton, second soprano, Miss Bertie 
Robinson, first alto, and Miss Lucie 
Sterns, second alto. They are all vo­ 
calists and musicians 
of unusual 
ability, and under the efficient train 
ing of Mrs. Atherton their quartette 
singing is a pleasure indeed, their 
voices blending beautifully. 
They 
were accorded an encore at each ap­ 
pearance. The solo by Miss Mitchell 
“Sing, Smile, Slumber,” was especial­ 
ly pleasing, and deserves special men 
tion. The cornet solo by Prof. Gra 
ham, and bass solo by Judge Alder­ 
man, were also greatly enjoyed, both 
gentlemen being mop icians of note 
and always pleasing. 
Mrs. H. J 
Kelsey was on the programme for a 
violin solo, but wati unable to appear, 


which will transfer to the commission 
850,000 acres of land in Cumberland 
and Fen trass counties, Tenn.

“ Next

colonies in Idaho and Washington. In­ 
deed, it is my intention while in the 
west to conclude arrangements for the 
colonies in those states as well as for 
that in Tennessee. The land whioh we 
have acquired in Tennessee cost $ 1,750,- 
000. The Kentucky Trust company sup­ 
plied the commission with the money 
with which the purchase was made, the 
company accepting the commission's 
bond for $2,000,000. This will leave 
us a margin of $250,000 with which to 
inaugurate tho colony. 
“ In establishing the Tennessee colony 
we shall make no effort to secure politi­ 
cal control cf tho state, but we shall 
make that eft ort through the colonies 
which we will establish in the western 
states. Our purpose in Tennessee will 
simply be to p.*ove that in a favorable 
location in one of the older states homes 
and security can be obtained by wage 
earners under a sy:ttem of collective own­ 
ership of lands, transportation facili­ 
ties and the machinery of production. 
We believe that the conditions in Ten­ 
nessee are highly fa vorable to the es­ 
tablishment of comfortable homeland 
for the creation in course of time of 
many industries, the products of which 
will command constant sale throughout 
the United States. In brief, the idea 
which wo will develop is similar to that 
upon which tho Shakers are organized, 
except that our organization is political 
and theirs is religious. The Shakers 
have now $80,000,000 lying idle, and 
they are enabled to live in peace and 
comfort. Thut is tho condition to which 
we hope to bring tho workingmen who 
associate themselves with na 
“ After the communities are fairly 
started they will control themselves. 
The colonists will choose their own ad­ 
ministrative officers, and every man 
will be the equal of every other. The 
men who will form the colony at the 
start believe that such a movement is 
their only salvation. It is not expected 
therefore that there will be the least 
difficulty in maintaining discipline 
among them. Every man will be ex­ 
pected to do his duty, and his labor 
will have the reward to whioh It is 
justly entitled. No idlers will be tol­ 
erated in the community. Any man 
who is willing to work will be warmly 
welcomed. Those who are not will be 
informed that they are not wanted 
New York Sun.

It altogether. 


That the world is full of dies it i diot, 
and unhappy people we all sn ow , but 
very few of us give any thought to one 
of the principal causes of tin* despon­ 
dency and sadness of the ’ace. 
It is 
only when we have almost finished our 
lives that we learn that great exp ecta­ 
tio ns and high hopes are only extremes 
from which we must n e w e r . and that 
every undue anticipation is an unnat­ 
ural condition, and must bring its to- 
aetion in corresponding depression. It 
Is very much better to preserve a fair 
equilibrium under all 
circumstances. 
“ A perfectly splendid time" is almost 
invariably followed by

Til#* Nest - Building Instinct, 


T he re Is a goodly n u m b e r of instincts, 
flays tho Revue Sclentiflque, upon the 
HUbJect of which we know but very lit­ 
tle, and, when it becomes a question of 
explaining certain forms of activity In 
animals, naturalists an d psychologists 
remain equally perplexed. 
Does 
the 
bird build Its 
nest 
instinctively 
or 
th rough im itation? 
T h e theory of Im­ 
itation has often been defended, and 
it lias been said that although many 
birds In tho first reproductive season 
lose som e time iii g rou p in g the ele­ 
m ents of their nest w ith o u t succeeding 
in c o nstructing an y th in g 
w o rth y of 
the name, this is due to th e fact that 
the re m e m b ra n ce of tin* n est in which 
they first saw daylight is still confused 
and uncertain, This explanation seems 
very whimsical, since It is difficult to 
believe t h a t the young bird In its nest 
pays such a tten tion to the* stru cture of 
the latter, and through the lining, per­ 
ceives 
th e a rra n g e m en t of tile- m a te ­ 
rials, and remembers the characteristic 
method of m anufacture. T h e c instruc­ 
tion of th e nest 
m u s t be attributed 
ra th e r to a hereditary Instinct,although 
the difllculitles In the way of this view 
are also considerable. 
Mr. A. 0 , B u t­ 
ler, who discusses this question in a re 
cent n u m b e r of the Zoologist, has s e v ­ 
eral tim es observed tile fact that Can­ 
ary birds (the progenitors of 
which 
were subjected to the artificial life of 
the cage three 
hundred 
years ago), 
when set at relative liberty in an avi 
ary, construct therein nests th a t arc 
similar to those built by their Species 
in a wild state. 
It is unnecessary to 
say th a t this could not be a question 
of im itation, but on* of hereditary in­ 
stinct.

T here is at least one bird that m ay 
fairly claim to be a genius 
namely, 
Hie moi king bird of the* United States. 
Not only h a s he a beautiful song of his 
own, but he h a s also

even superior to thfdrs. 
H is 
range 
extends from the* ripe notes of 
the 
th ru sh to the harsh scream s of 
the 
eagle. 
So perfect is his gift of m im ic­ 
ry th a t, according to Wilson, if a by­ 
sta n d e r closed his eyes lie would re a d ­ 
ily im a g in e all the birds of the forest 
had m et tog eth er for a trial of their 
skill as vocalists. 
Both man and birds 
are deceived by tile mocker. 
He has 
sent the sp o rtsm a n in search of prey 
that is not within miles of him, and 
has driven his m ates in headlong fligllt 
into the densest wood at th e cry of 
what they th in k is a sparrow hawk. 
Nor are his powers blunted by confine­ 
ment. 
Ho whistles and straig htw ay 
the dog rises to greet his supposed 
master. 
Ho m ews like tho cat, barks 
like the dog, squeaks like a hu rt chick, 
and fetches the clucking in n out all in 
a flutter for her youngsters, imitates 
the creaky wheelbarrow, an d repeats 
faithfully tunes his m a ste r has taught 
him. 
He copies other song birds so 
well th a t th e y tu rn 
green with envy.

tached a heavy leaden or stone 
ball. 
W hen the throw er wishes to use it, b© 
gras jim tho thong in the middle with 
his finger and thum b, whirl- th** "-eight 
around ins head two or three times, 
end then, with a peculiar twist, flings 
ft at its mark iii such a m an ner l h it 
tin' two I»;ills travel parallel to each 
other, with the thong stretched out be 
tween them. 
In this way the “ bolero** 
m akes Its journey thro u g h the air until 
it roaches the object -at which it 
is 
throw n. 
TI)en the center of the strip 
of hide strikes tile object aimed at, 
ami tin* bills, continuing to move for­ 
ward, but being stopped by the thong,

Th la form of “ bolero” is mostly nard 
for catching semi w ild an im als on t he 
Pam pas; but there Im a n o th e r variety c f 
tin* weapon which is used for h u n tin g 
and In warfare, and which is far m ore 
formidable. 
it is the sam e as th a t 
described above, only it has an a d d i­ 
tion in Hic shape of a third ball, which 
is attached to tho middle of tile thong 
by a n o th e r shorter string, about a toot 
in length. 
W hen tills is 
thrown, the 
sh ort strin g Hal I travels In advance of 
tin* others, and strikes the animal at 
which the missile la aimed on Hi*’ head 
with great force, after which the other 
balls wind round its neck or legs and 
“ m i k e s assurance double sure.*

There Ih a goodly number of instincts, 
says tho Revue Sclentiflque, upon the 
subject of which we know but very lit­ 
tle, and, when it becomes a question of 
explaining certain forms of activity In 
animals, naturalists and psychologists 
remain equally perplexed. 
Does 
the 
bird build Its 
nest 
Instinctively or 
through Imitation? 
Tile theory of im­ 
itation has often been defended, and 
it has been said that although many 
birds in the first reproductive season 
lose some time in grouping the ele­ 
ments of their nest without succeeding 
in constructing anything 
worthy of 
the name, this is due to the fact that 
the remembrance of tho nest in which 
they first saw daylight is still confused 
and uncertain. This explanation seems 
very whimsical, since It is difficult to 
believe that the young bird In its nest 
pays such attention to the structure of 
the latter, and through the lining, per­ 
ceives 
the arrangement of the mate 
rials, and remember* the characteristic 
method of manufacture. T he c mstrue 
tion of the nest 
must be attributed 
rather to a hereditary Instinct,although 
the difliculities in the way of this view 
are also considerable. 
Mr. A. Q. But­ 
ler, who discusses this question in a re­ 
cent number of the Zoologist, has s e v ­ 
eral times observed the fact that can­ 
ary birds (the progenitors of 
which 
wero subjected to the artificial lib* of

A past mortem examination was 
made of the body by Doctors Newman 
ami Otnich, and they found that he 
had twelve knife wounds in his back 
and breast, any one of five which 
must have proved fatal. 
Three of 
those administered by the buck Ka 
kay-quash were in the neck and 
breast, and wore either one sufficient 
to have killed him bad he survived 
the other. Two of those giveu by the 
squaw, in the back, would have proved 
fatal. 
His neck was dislocated, as if 
ha had been struck a mortal blow on 
the head as he went over on his back. 
His skull was crused in above the 
forehead, aud there was a vicious 
wound on the top of the head, made 
by a knife. 
It was easily understood 
from the position of the body when 
found that the man had made a bitter 
fight for his life against large odds, 
and that all the wounds given the 
body were made before or at the 
instant of death. 
The testimony 
showed that he was retreating from 
the lake, and was literally stabbed tu 
death as he went, and while at bay, 
with his face to the three of them, 
was at once stabbed and struck down, 
the blow given with the club evidently 
being a most tremendous one, as his 
head made a dent in the earth as lie 
fell down hill that resembled a big 
aud deep saucer. 
His hat was lying 
between the place whore the Indians 
had been dressing skins aud where 
the body lay, and about twenty feet 
from the body.

At first he rode without any protection, 
relying simply on the grip of his leg 
stumps, hat a nasty fall, which broke 
his nose, induced him to invent for his 
own use rn box sidesaddle, in which he 
was strapped. A short skirt covered the 
contrivance and gave Kavanagh a very 
singular appearance. 
His shooting was done by means of 
guns from which the trigger guards had 
been removed.

I housanda did this for the m ere sake 
of saying they had seen the 
great 
C an ad ian cheese. 
The whole 
world 
was impressed with the fact th a t C a n ­ 
ada m akes cheese. 
T he men at th e 
head of the enterprise 
did not stop 
here. 
They sold the cheese, and a part 
of the term s of sale was th a t the buyer 
should take th a t cheese and exhibit it 
in every city of Great Britain and Ire­ 
land. 
We all know 
t h a t In a few 
years C an ad a 
has 
become 
famous, 
across the water, as a m a k e r of cheese, 
and to such an exte n t th a t American 
cheeso has 
been 
largely 
displaced. 
W h at is true on a large sc.aje applies 
also in a small way. 
N ations prb'fit 
by advertisem ent. 
Individual d a iry ­ 
men also profit by advertisement. The 
best a d v ertisem en t is a show of one’s 
goods. 
But one m ust first learn now 
to m a ke good products before advertise 
ing them. 
The sam ple should not he 
better than the m a k e r is able to f u r ­ 
nish right along, for if the body of the 
goods fall below t h e sample the effects 
of the advertising will quickly 
wear 
away.

An old trick of the trade Is to brand 
butter and cheese 
according to 
its 
quality and hot according to its origin. 
Thus in E n glan d cheese has been found 
by Prof. Robertson of Canada selling 
at 22 cents per pound as “ best E n g ­ 
lish,’’ while other cheese labeled C a n ­ 
adian was being sold at 14 cents per 
pound. 
On investigation the fact was 
brought to light th a t 
much of ihe 
cheese sold as “best E n g lish ” had nfen 
made in Canada. 
The hranders 
had 
simply picked out the best and la­ 
beled it “ best E nglish,” while the more 
common was labeled otherwise. Som e­ 
times English cheese of poor quality Is 
labeled Canadian or American. 
T hus 
it is th a t the efforts of the m akers are 
often frustrated, and 
they are even 
made to bear the sins of others. 
But 
this is an old scheme th a t has been 
followed not only in England, but in 
the United States. It used to be a co m ­ 
mon trick to 
b rand -all good cheese 
“ New Y ork,” 
an d 
all poor cheese 
“ w estern ” or 
“ Illinois,” or "W isc o n ­ 
sin.” 
T h a t was in the days when New 
York was th e greatest m aker of good 
cheese in th e 
Union.. 
Today large 
quantities of bu tter are branded “ E l ­ 
g in ” th a t never saw Elgin.

The season of high prices for eggs 
Is now with us, and the owners of hens 
th a t are filling the egg baskets are 
correspondingly happy. T h at the right 
kind of care does m ore to produce eggs 
th an any o th er th in g is universally 
knowm, but there m u st be so m eth ing 
besides care, or it will be 
alm ost as 
bad as no care. 
The foundation is 
good healthy hens from an early lay­ 
ing stock. 
ri here are m ore advocates 
of early hatched pullets for w inter la y ­ 
ing th a n of hens, but I think one-year- 
old vigorous hens, properly fed through 
their m oulting season, 
will give as 
many or more eggs to the farmer, and 
th en their eggs are better to set In the 


spring. 
I mean they will give a larger 
per cent of vigorous chicks th a n pul­ 
lets. oth e r th in g s being equal. 
They 
wljl require a Jj&rm Upuse, not ncies- 
sarily expensive, plenty of wholesome 
food and pure*.water regularly given, 
and a variety of food, to lay well 
th ro u g h the 
winter. 
Give a w arm 
b re a k fa st of bran, 
one-third 
cooked 
vegetables and table scraps, one-third 
and clover, eith er 
cut 
fine, or the 
^b a tte rin g s from clover hay one-third, 
mix with hot water, milk tf you have 
it, and feed warm. 
One c a n ’t tell the 
a m o u n t required, as some hens will 
eat more than others, 
hut give Just 
s h a t they will eat greedily, not all 
th ey want. 
Twice a week salt as if 
for table use, and pnee in ten, days add 
pepper, 18 
bougliten 
pepper or tea 
tnade from peppers gro w n at home; a l ­ 
so add vyhat table 
scraps you have. 
Tack hertds of cabbage, secure by the 
w a ll'o r a’ post in pleasant Weather, ho 
they can pick and cat of It. 
Have a 
scratching shed open to the south,and 
keep them at work In these hun tin g for 
wheat, millet, and 
sorgh u m or Kaffir 
corn th a t him been scattered in a lit­ 
ter of leaves or straw. 
Hide It extra 
well, so they will have to hunt for it. 
Feed corn at night, all they need to 
fijl their eryps. 
W h en ev er possible get 
scraps from a butcher shop, and If you 
do not h ave a hone mill, cut and pound 
them with an ax. 
If you are near a 
butcher shop th a t will 
furnish you 
scraps It will be economy to buy a bone 
mill, as your egg sales will be much 
larger, your hens healthier and 
your 
feed bill smaller. 
If, 
however, you 
live, as we 
do, 
too far 
from 
the 
shops to get your scraps, buy prepared 
bone meal of any reliable brand a d v e r ­ 
tised, aud feed according to directions 
H ave charcoal, gravel, and grit before 
thern all the time. 
I m an ufactu re grit 
with an old clock weight, a h a m m e r 
and pieces of crockery. 
Keep the dust 
box filled and dry, and a little sulphur 
mixed In the dust. 
In cold weather 
give w arm w a te r or milk; use milk if 
you have it all the time. 
Of course 
they will w a h t water, too. 
If you keep 
hens they will w a n t ex tra attention 
th ro u g h their m oulting period. Meat 
of some kind 1h needful Just now for 
them, and seed with oil in It, as sun 
flower seed. 
Kaffir corn Is excellent for 
them, cheap, too, for it yields so won­ 
derfully. 
Make com panions of your 
hens; d o n ’t scan' them , but keep them 
gentle. 
Prepare clean nests and plen­ 
ty of them. 
Keep free of lice. 
Be on 
tho lookout cortstantly, for this is the 
only way to he free of them. 
When 
the children crack n u ts have the hulls 
taken to the scratching shed; the bid- 
die wiil find several morsels. 
W hen 
corn is popped take the hard grains 
to the hens; they will like them for a 
change.

Mother Xnture'i Fare. 
One of the most wonderful things in 
this world Is the care th a t the dear 
Mother N a tu re takes of all her chil­ 
dren. She m akes w h atev er changes.are 
necessary in the 
structure, 
even, 
to 
adppt them to their surroundings. 
A 
curious thing has happened In the cold- 
storage warehouse of a W estern city, 
which shows how well Mother Nature 
takes care of h e r world, h u m a n or a n i­ 
mal, If she has the chance. In the great 
rooms of these establishm ents, where 
the te m p e ra tu re is k ep t below the freez­ 
ing point,It was not supposed that rats 
would thrive, or even live. . But after a 
while it was discovered th a t there were 
ra(s In the storage ro o m s and that, bc« 
j u g born and b ro u g h t up in such a cold 
place, n a tu re had prepared them for 
their existence by giving them a very 
heavy coat 
of 
fur. 
T w o rats were 
caught and killed, and were found to 
he covered with long and thick fur, 
ovoh their tails h aving a thick growth 
of hair. It. was then decided to see if 
cats would not get on as well as the 
rats in the cold and act as their dt 
stroyers. 
T h e first pussies that were 
sh u t in the cold rooifts did not fare 
very well. 
T hey pined and died one 
after a nother, and the e xperim ent was 
about to he given up, when a cat was 
put, In th a t thrived a n d grew fat. Khe 
hud unusually thick 
fur, which was 
probably the reason, and when she be­ 
cam e the m o th e r of seven kittens, the 
m a n a g e r of the w arehouse had them 
very carefully nursed and looked after. 
T h e y grew fat and seemed to feel no 
discom fort in th e ir cold quarters, Their 
fur was 
unusually 
long 
and thick. 
W hen t h e y were grow n they were d i­ 
vided a m o n g the different cold-storage 
w arehouses of the city, and from them 
h a s ! grown a peculiar 
breed 
of cats, 
fitted n a tu ra lly lor the cold places In. 
which th ey live. T hese cats are short- 
taiied, chubby pussies, with very thick 
air a n d u n d er fur. So used are they 
to th eir cold hom es th at if one of them 
is ta k e n o u tsid e ,-p a rtic u la rly in hot 
reather, it will die.

Aeration vs. Cooling.—In speaking of 
milk these two te rm s a re often con­ 
founded, says the Rural World, while 
really the benefits derived from cool­ 
ing milk are quite distinct from those 
accomplished by its aeration. 
T h o r ­ 
ough aeratio n drives from the milk all 
odors -derived from 
strong 
or 
acid 
foods, such as cabbage, turnip or silage. 
Aeration also rem oves any stable odors 
which m ay have been absorbed during 
the milking. 
Cooling, on the other 
hand, puts the milk in a condition least 
favorable to the g ro w th of the milk- 
souring bacteria. 
Of these, hundreds 
exist, 
in 
even 
the 
most 
carefully 
handled milk. 
T h e ir multiplication is 
most rapid in milk a t anim al te m p e ra ­ 
ture, a n d the lower the tem perature 
th e slower th eir 
gro w th; 
hence the 
value of a thorough cooling.

An old trick of the trade is to brand 
butter and cheese 
according to Its 
quality and riot according to its origin. 
Thus in England cheese has been found 
by Prof. Robertson of Canada selling 
at 22 cents per pound as “ best Eng­ 
lish,” while other cheese labeled Can­ 
adian was being sold at 14 cents per 
pound. 
On investigation the fact was 
brought to light that 
much of the 
cheese sold as “hest English” had aren 
made in Canada. 
The branders 
had 
simply picked out the best and la­ 
beled it “best English,” while the more 
common was labeled otherwise. Some­ 
times English cheese of poor quality is 
labeled Canadian or American. 
Thus 
it is that the efforts of the makers are 
often frustrated, and 
they are even 
made to bear the sins of others. 
But 
this is an old scheme that has been 
followed not only in England, but in 
the United States. It used to be a Com­ 
mon trick to brand all • good cheese 
“New York,” 
and 
all poor cheese 
“ western” or 
“Illinois,” or “ Wiscon­ 
sin.” 
That was in the days when New 
York was the greatest maker of good 
cheese in the 
Union.. Today large 
quantities of butter are branded “El­ 
gin” that never saw Elgin.

Canadian tells the 
story that the 
Daily Telegraph of 
Doh don one day 
spoke of some butter in a certain win­ 
dow that was covered with salt. 
The

W inter C are o f L ayin g Hen*. 
The season of high prices for eggs 
Is now with un, and the owners of hens 
that are filling the egg baskets are 
correspondingly happy. That the right 
kind of care does more to produce eggs 
than any other thing is universally 
known, but there must be something 
besides care, or it will be 
almost as 
bad as no care. 
The foundation is 
good healthy hens from an early lay­ 
ing stock. 
There are more advocates 
of early hatched pullets for winter lay­ 
ing than of hens, but I think one-year- 
old vigorous hens, properly fed through 
their moulting season, 
will give as 
many or more eggs to the farmer, and 
then their eggs are better to get in tfi* 


Aeration vs. Cooling.—In speaking of 
milk tliese two terms are often con­ 
founded, says the Rural World, while 
really-the benefits derived from cool­ 
ing milk are quite? distinct from thoso 
accomplished by ii* aeration. 
Thor­ 
ough aeration drive* from the milk all 
odors .derived from 
strong 
or 
acid 
foods, such as cabbage, turnip or silage. 
Aeration also removes any stable odors 
which may have been absorbed during 
the milking. 
Cooling, on the other 
hand, puts the milk in a condition least 
favorable to the growth of the milk- 


kouring bacteria. 
Of these, hundreds 
exist, 
In 
even 
the 
most 
carefully 
handled milk. 
Their multiplication Is 
most rapid in milk at animal tempera­ 
ture, and the lower the temperature 
the slower their 
growth; 
hence the 
value of a thorough cooling.
